To Remember 



raditionally, New Year’s eve

It 
could also succeed in promoting 
international peace if we looked 
upon it not so much as a fire 
brigade but more as a center for 
harmonizing the actions of nations 
before those actions develope into 
armed conflicts. Can this be done 
done? 

History teaches us that throug- 
out the centuries religious in¬ 
tolerance was often the rule 
rather than the exception. To- 
fiay the ecumenical movement has 
registered considerable gains 
producing understanding among 
men. what can be done in the 
field of religion can be done in 
the area of peace among nations. 

On this twenty fifth anniversary 
of the U.N. educate yourself for 
peace by reading and examining the 
articles which will be appear¬ 
ing in magazines to celebrate 
the work accomplished by the 
United Nations.

VA Offers Benefits 
During Active Duty 

Servicemen on active duty may 
be eligible for educational as¬ 
sistance up to $130 a month, ac¬ 
cording to the Veterans Administ¬ 
ration • 


The ever increasing cost of 
a college education may be eased 
somewhat through systematic pure 
chase of U.S. Savings Bonos. 

When Saving* Bonds.are purchased 
for educational purposes they 
can be tax free by one of two 
methods. 

Purchase E Bonds in child's 
name with a parent as beneficiary 
(not co-owner).* At end of first 
year file a Federal income tax 
return in child's name listing 
increase in Bond value as income 
to the child. This establishes 
■intent" and no further returns 
need be filed as long as Bond 
interest plus other income comes 
to less than $600. No tax is 
due unless his total income in 
any one year exceeds $900. 

Thus, when child's Bonds are 
cashed to meet college casts, all ] 
accrued interest Is free from 
Federal Igglnme^ax. Retain a 
copy of tax return as proof of 
intent. - . 

Tbs other method being to pur¬ 
chase E Bonds in child's name 
with a parent as beneficiary (not 
co-owner). Wait to file a Federal 
income tax return until the child 
begin* to cash the Bonds to pay- 
college expenses. A return would 
then be filed by the child each 
year, reporting the fell amount 
of interest on redeemed Bonds 
as income. If total income is 
less than $900, no tax is due. 
Co-ownership form of registration 
may be used only if child's own 
funds are used to purchase Bonds. 

In answer to many inquiries 
concerning taxes on interest 
earned by Savings Bonds, the 
Apeclnl Assistant for Savings 
JJfaods has given us five points. 


The interest return from Series 
E Bonds is subject to Federal 
Income Tax but not to State or 
local income taxes. The liabi¬ 
lity on Federal Income Taxes may 
be reported each year as interest 
accrues or deferred until the 
year in which the bond is cashed, 
disposed of or reaches final 
maturity. To change from one 
method to the other, clearance 
should be obtained from the 
Internal Revenue Service. The 
bonds are subject to estate, 
inheritance, gift or other 
excise taxes whether Federal or 
State, but are exempt of interest 
by any State, U. S„ possession or 
local taxing authority.

Citing the provisions of U.S. 
Title 38, the VA says service- 
men who have been on active duty 
at least two years are eligible 
for benefits. Those who had prior 
service may establish eligibity 
by proving they were discharged or 
released under conditions other 
than dishonorable. However, the 
prior service must have lasted 
for more than ISO days, and some 
part of that must have occurred 
after Jan. 3K 1955- If the prior 
service was for less than 181 days, 
eligibility could still be estab¬ 
lished if the discharge — after 
Jan 31• 1955 — was for a service 
connected disability. 

Allowances are designed Vo help 
the active duty serviceman meet 
the cost of tuition, fees, books 
and other education costs, at 
least in part. Payments will be 
computed at the rate of the esta¬ 
blished charges for tuition and 
fees, or at the rate of $130 per 
month for a full time course, 
whichever is less. 

In-service educational benefits 
are accrued «t the rate of one 
and a half monthe of eligibility 
for each month of active duty. 

The maximum period of entitlement 
ie 36 months, but the VA says that 
can be extended to 4& under certain 
circumstances. 

There is virtually no limit oh 
program selection under the new 
law, according to the VA. The 
serviceman's goal "may be purely 
educational, such as obtaining a 
college degree ; professional, such 
as becoming a lawyer; or vocation¬ 
al, such as becoming a barber or 
air conditioning servicemanl? 11
